"Come ye yourselves apart into a 
^desert place and rest awhile.” 
So spake the Master to his imme­ 
diate following—to the Twelve whom 
he was instructing in the ways of the 
New 
Democracy, 
that 
Democracy 
which rests on the principle, "Ye shall 
[..^snow the truth, and the truth shall 
u.ato you free.” 
The tendency of our 
poor human nature is to go to ex­ 
tremes, and particularly is this the 
case in matters of religious concern. 
There is the mystic; the shuts him­ 
self away from 
companionship;
